No proof 
is necéssary that German industry is 
unable to accomplish this in similar 
quantities, Especially as regards the 
armored tanks, there is no doubt that 
the numerical superiority is on the 
side of the enemy, and that he is 
bound to utilize it-to the utmost.”

- Soon Quit War 


“There is great excitement in Ger- 
many over Bulgaria’s step,” says a 
report ‘through German channels re- 
ceived from neutral countries, and 
there is no-reaspn to doubt that this 
is true. Almost all news from Bul- 
garia and Turkey comes through Ger- 
many, and even German papers have 
shown symptoms, of keen anxiety as to 
the loyalty of Germany’s allies. 

Signs are not wanting that Bulgaria 
and Turkey feel that they are in the 
same boat. When Talaat Pasha, the 
Turkish grand visier, visited Berlin re- 
cently, he gave an interview in which 
he said the war must end this winter, 
and that it had accomplished all that 
it could. The German newspapers ex- ° 
pressed considerable uneasiness and 
displeasure over this’ utterance, waich 
they plainly interpreted as meaning 
that, as far as Turkey was concerned, 
the war would end this winter. 

If Bulaaria throws up her hands, 
she cuts the ital cord which connects 
Germany and Asia.’
